OUR NAVAL POLICY. 
_. [Referea, October 18th.] 

Have we one? There ta no doubt in the 
niinds of all who bava intelligently studied the 
position of England in Its relations with foreign 
Powers as to the importance of our having 2 
really strong Navy, fit io do any work that may 
devolye upon It; and, Among those sensible 
people, there is ansall difference of opinion as to 
methods that ought to be gealodsly pursued to 
attaln’ the object in view. Bat foolhardiness 
seems to be the rule fn Downtrg Sireet scarcely 
fess than elsewhere. No later than last Jancary 


' Mz, Goschen, our responsible ox irresponsible 


Firat Lord of the Admiralty, tickled the cars of 
the grauodilngs, both Torles and Radicals, by 
declaring thatthe right and safe policy for 
England was one of “splendid isolation,” and 
his boast im-prodacing and ‘carrying the Naval 
Estlmates for the current year was that tuo 
additional outlay he arked for would amply 
suffice for all the nation's requirements. The 
Little Englanders protested against bis demands 
asexcessive; but now we fiad them metamor- 
phosed from Little Englanders {nto Little Jingoes, 
and clamotring for such “eplend{d {solation ? {no 
demolishing Torkey as would probably tnvolve 
us in a war'with France and Russia, and 
perhaps other Powers as well, The 
vernment jis pradest snongh to hold aloof 
from this madness, Yet’ its prodence in 
thls particular fs mo adequate safeguard 
against the Ecropean dangers with which 
we are threatened, and It appears to be qaite 
satisfied with its arrangements for meeticg any 
contingencies that may srlse, More, mach more, 
than that, [s wanted; We may reasonably hope 
that a European war, with England as one of 
the combatants, will not be forced on this year 
or next over the Armenian or any other bueiness. 
Bat so long as our foreign nelghbours—nomin- 
ally four friends wud really our jealous rivals, 
eager to trip us up whenever and however they 
can—keep up and augment thelr fighting pawers, 
we must do Nkewtse, ta the extant, af any rate, 
of making !t certain that we can hold cur own, 
And for that it Is indispensable that we should 
have a strong, and in every respect efficient, 
Navy, We alto want an afficlent Army, one far 
more capable than we bavs at present, Orr 
Navy, however, Is, or should be, and always 
ought to be, our chief arm of defence. Wire 
statesmanship may save us from ever again 
being ergaged lo w great and Ilfe-or-death war 
on Jand, Wo can never be secure against 
attacks on our colonial possesstons, and injary or 
rain to our foreign trade, unicast the flag that's 
“braved a thousand years the battle and the 
breesa” maintaloe its reputation for bravery and, 
more than that, is held by hands able to wave it 
triumphantly, 

‘The allly and: pernictous talk now abroad fo 
favour of an Eogilsh crusade agalost the Porte 
tenders-especially apt the pablication this week 
of a very clever book on “Naval Policy,” by Mr. 
‘G W. Steevens, Mr. Steeyens {s somewhat of 
a peselmlat and an alarmist, But {f the pictares 
that he draws are rather blacker than they need 
be, they are drawa with excellent fotent, and tha 
tmaoral they convey {s ono which every patriotic 
Englishman ts bound to take to hemrt.”
